EAGLE, COLO. I The woman who accused 
Kobe Bryant of rape told police a flirta- 
tious encounter quickly turned ugly when 
he grabbed her by the neck, bent her over a 
chair and attacked her from behind, repeat- 
edly asking, “You’re not going to tell anyone, 
right?,” a detective testified Thursday. 

The 19 -year- old woman was raped after 
agreeing to go to Bryant’s suite at the resort 
where she worked. Eagle County Sheriff’s 
Detective Doug Winters said at a preliminary 
hearing that will determine whether Bryant 
will stand trial on sexual assault charges. 

Bryant, 25, has denied raping the woman 


and said the sex was consensual. The L.A. 
Lakers star faces a possible prison term of 
four years to life if convicted. 

Judge Frederick Gannett, who said he 
would not rule Thursday on whether to 
proceed to trial, rejected defense requests 
to have the woman testify and to see her 
medical records. 

The hearing began as hundreds of report- 
ers and a handful of spectators gathered at the 
courthouse to catch a glimpse of Bryant, (ap)

Malvo 

To Plead 
Insanity 

Sniper suspect Muhammad 
influenced teen, defense says 

FAIRFAX, VA. | Lee Boyd Malvo’s lawyers said 
Thursday they will mount an insanity defense 
at his murder trial in the Washington area 
sniper case, arguing that the teenager was a 
victim of “indoctrination” by the older John 
Allen Muhammad. 

Defense attorney Craig Cooley said that 
indoctrination is a form of mental illness 
and that it will ultimately be up to a jury to 
decide if it amounts to insanity. 

The prosecutor in the case, Fairfax 
County Commonwealth’s Attorney Robert 
F. Horan Jr., said that he 
has reviewed the reports 
of a court- appointed men- 
tal-health expert and that 
there was nothing to sug- 
gest mental illness on 
Malvo’s part. 

But Cooley said the 
insanity defense is not 
based on the work of the court- appointed 
expert, but on experts who were retained 
privately and examined Malvo. 

Meanwhile, in Manassas, the judge in 
the Muhammad case ruled Thursday that 
the 42 -year- old Muhammad cannot present 
any mental-health evidence at his own trial 
because he refused to submit to an exami- 
nation sought by prosecutors. 

Malvo is scheduled to stand trial beginning 
Nov. 10; Muhammad goes on trial Tuesday.

Conservatives decry 
growing acceptance of 
gays in denomination 

DALLAS I With a schism in the 
Episcopal Church looking ever 
more likely, angry conservatives 
formally denounced the denomi- 
nation’s growing acceptance of gay 
relationships Thursday and plead- 
ed with Anglican bishops world- 
wide to help them reorganize the 
American church. 

Conservatives ended an emo- 
tional three -day meeting by issu- 
ing a declaration that demands 
church leaders repent. It also 
looks to overseas Anglican bish- 
ops to “guide the realignment” of 
the denomination. 

Although the situation is vol- 
atile, the gathering sponsored by 


the American Anglican Council 
gave a huge boost to an emerg- 
ing conservative network that 
could evolve into a new denomi- 
nation separate from the existing 
Episcopal Church. 

The issue of whether there’s a 
binding scriptural ban on gay sex 
has long been disputed by conserva- 
tives and liberals, but two votes this 
summer at the Episcopal national 
convention brought the issue to a 
boiling point. 

One confirmed the election of a 
gay cleric, who has a longtime part- 
ner, as bishop of New Hampshire, 
while the other acknowledged that 
some bishops are allowing blessings 
of same-sex unions. The conserva- 
tives’ declaration repudiated those 
actions, saying they broke “fellow- 
ship with the larger body of Christ.”

PHILADELPHIA | Mayor John F. 
Street tried to get his re-election 
campaign back on track Thursday 
after FBI bugging devices were dis- 
covered in his office, insisting that 
he has done nothing wrong and that 
prosecutors have assured him he is 
not the target of the investigation. 

He and other politicians called on 
the FBI to say who is being investi- 


gated — something the FBI refused 
to do for the third straight day. 

The devices were found Tuesday 
by police conducting a routine sweep 
of Street’s City Hall 
office suite. 

Three federal 
law enforcement 
officials, who spoke 
on condition of ano- 
nymity, acknowl- 
edged that the FBI 
was responsible for the bugs, but did 
not provide further details. 

Federal officials are known to 


be investigating the city’s contracts 
with some private companies. City 
officials also have confirmed that 
the FBI is investigating allegations 
that the city department that handles 
appeals of parking citations had fixed 
some tickets in exchange for bribes. 

Street campaign advisers have 
accused the Bush administration 
Justice Department of planting the 
bug, or at least refusing to release 
information about it, as part of a 
calculated plan to embarrass the 
Democratic mayor weeks before the

WASHINGTON | A rejected lover’s bro- 
ken heart may cause as much dis- 
tress in a pain center of the brain as 
an actual physical injury. 

California researchers have found 
a physiological basis for social pain 
by monitoring the brains of people 
who thought they had been mali- 
ciously excluded from a computer 
game by other players. 

The shock and distress of this 
rejection registered in the same part 
of the brain, called the anterior cin- 


gulate cortex, that also responds to 
physical pain, researchers said. 

“The ACC is the same part of 
the brain that has been found to 
be associated with the unpleasant- 
ness of physical pain,” study author 
Naomi Eisenberger, a UCLA scien- 
tist, said. 

The study suggests that social 
exclusion of any sort — divorce, 
not being invited to a party, being 
turned down for a date — would 
cause distress in the ACC. (ap)

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Guantanamo Probe Begins 


Investigators look for 
breaches at U.S. camp 
for terrorism suspects 

GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL STATION, 
CUBA I Two dozen investigators 
began searching for possible secu- 
rity breaches Thursday at the U.S. 
prison camp for terror suspects, 
where espionage charges have 
heightened tensions among soldiers. 

On Wednesday, investiga- 
tors from the Miami-based U.S. 
Southern Command reported to 


the island, following by a day the 
arrival of five non -American-born 
Arabic interpreters contracted by 
the same company that employed 
an American translator accused 
of spying. 

Investigators will try to estab- 
lish how a translator already under 
investigation obtained secret clear- 
ance and was allowed onto the 
base, and how a second transla- 
tor managed to leave with clas- 
sified information. In addition, a 
Muslim chaplain is under investi- 
gation after allegedly leaving with 


diagrams of the prison layout. 

The new translators, from San 
Diego-based Titan Corp., came here 
as officials sought to boost secu- 
rity by closely monitoring e-mail 
messages, asking troops to report 
suspicious behavior and postpon- 
ing the assignment of another 
Muslim chaplain. 

The prison camp, first estab- 
lished Jan. 11, 2002, has grown to 
660 detainees suspected of having 
links to al Qaeda’s terror network 
or Afghanistan’s ousted Taliban

Texas Lawmakers Set 
On Redistricting Plan 


Tentative agreement 
ends impasse, clears 
way for Friday vote 

AUSTIN, TEXAS I State lawmakers 
reached an agreement Thursday on 
a new congressional map that would 
put the delegation in Republican 
control, fending off last-min- 
ute GOP infighting about how to 
divide up the seats. 

The new map would add as many 
as seven Republicans to Texas’ con- 
gressional delegation, currently 
dominated by Democrats 17-15. 


The announcement paved the 
way for a vote Friday in the House 
and Senate and appeared to end 
months of squabbling over redis- 
tricting that included two walk- 
outs by Democrats who sought to 
block a vote. 

Gov. Rick Perry is expected to 
sign the bill if it passes. 

Gerry Hebert, an attorney for 
most Texas Democrats in the leg- 
islature and Congress, said a court 
challenge will be filed. 

Democrats boycotted the Texas 
legislature twice this year to block a 
quorum and kill redistricting bills.

Gunmen kill Spanish 
military attache just 
before Baghdad blast 

BAGHDAD I A suicide car bomber 
crashed into a police station in Iraq’s 
largest Shiite Muslim enclave, kill- 
ing himself, nine others and injuring 
as many as 45. About 30 minutes 
earlier, gunmen shot dead a Spanish 
military attache at his home. 

Some 50 policemen had gath- 
ered in the police station’s court- 
yard at about 8:30 a.m. to collect 
their pay when a white Oldsmobile 
sped up. Two policemen on guard 
duty at the gate opened fire, but the 
car went through, crashing into a 


parked vehicle and exploding. 

Across town in the upscale 
Mansour area, a Spaniard identified 
as Jose Antonio Bernal Gomez, an 
airforce sergeant attached to Spain’s 
National Intelligence Center, was 
shot to death after four men, one 
dressed as a Muslim cleric, knocked 
on his door at about 8 a.m., accord- 
ing to a Spanish diplomat. 

A guard in the area said Gomez 
opened the door to the gunmen. 
When they tried to grab him, he 
ran outside, and was shot. The 
guard said he heard six shots, 
and Gomez was hit in the head at 
least once. The assailants’ motives 
and identities were not clear.

Gay Marriage 
Survives Legal

TORONTO I Canada’s Supreme Court 
refused Thursday to let conservative 
religious and family groups appeal 
a court ruling that legalized same- 
sex marriage in Ontario.

Osaka’s Subway: 
No-Grope Express 


City’s busiest line 
now has a car just for 
women, all day long 

TOKYO I Faced with widespread 
complaints that women passengers 
are regularly subjected to groping, 
the most crowded subway in Japan’s 
second-largest city has decided to 
offer women- only cars all daylong, 
officials said Thursday. 

Since last November, the 
Midosuji subway line has desig- 
nated one car on each of its 10 -car 
trains as off limits to men. But amid 
complaints that that hasn’t solved 


the problem, the Osaka Municipal 
Transportation Bureau now plans 
to expand the service from the cur- 
rent 5 a.m. to 9 a.m. until the last 
train leaves after midnight. 

Osaka is just one of several cities 
that began the women- only cars in 
an attempt to crack down on grop- 
ing incidents. Several lines in Tokyo 
have women- only cars, too. 

Some passengers of both gen- 
ders have groused that reserving 
just one car for women creates 
overcrowding in the other cars, or 
gives the impression that women 
who are on the mixed carriages 
don’t mind being groped, (ap) 


Putin Won’t Rule Out Preemptive Strike 


YEKATERINBURG, RUSSIA I President 
Vladimir Putin said Thursday that 
Russia opposes the use of preven- 
tive military attacks but will reserve 
the right to carry out such strikes 
if the practice continues to be used 
by other countries. 

Putin’s comments, delivered at 
a meeting with German Chancellor

Police Suspect Gangs in

WASHINGTON | One man was killed 
and a Metrobus driver wound- 
ed Thursday afternoon in what 
authorities described as a “run- 
ning gun battle” 
through the streets 
of Mount Pleasant 
in Northwest 
Washington.

Four people were killed between 
mid-July and early August, in 
what police have blamed on 
rivalries between Latino gangs.

WASHINGTON I Gun manufactur- 
ers and distributors appear close 
to getting Congress to exempt them 
from lawsuits blaming them for gun 
crimes and seeking millions of dol- 
lars in damages. 

Sen. Larry Craig (R- Idaho) has 
44 Republican co-sponsors for such 
a bill. Despite a threatened filibus- 
ter by some Democrats — which 
would require 60 votes to break 
— the bill also has the support of 
10 Democrats, among them Senate 
Minority Leader Tom Daschle of 


South Dakota. He began promot- 
ing the legislation after gun sup- 
porters agreed to specify that 
firearms manufacturers and dis- 
tributors would not be protected 
from lawsuits involving defective 
products or illegal sales.

Bloody Good 

‘Kill Bill’ is as violent, quirky and obsessive as Tarantino himself 


FILM I Simultaneously exhilarating 
and infuriating, “Kill Bill — Vol. 1” 
is about everything and nothing at 
once. 

Quentin Tarantino’s first film 
in six years is an unabashed cel- 
ebration of style over substance, 
of carefully choreographed fight 
sequences that result in cartoon- 
ishly crude violence — all edited 
at a relentless pace. 

It’s both an homage to the 
film genres the writer- director 
loves (Japanese anime, Chinese 
martial-arts movies, Italian spa- 
ghetti Westerns, blaxploitation 
flicks) and to himself. 

The uniform that the Japanese 
gangsters wear is straight out of 
“Reservoir Dogs,” which turned 
Tarantino into a god among film 
geeks in 1992. And the melancholy 
surf guitar in the film’s opening 
song brings to mind Dick Dale’s 
“Miserlou,” which famously punc- 
tuated the “Pulp Fiction” opening 
credits in 1994.

MUSIC I Cassandra Wilson prefers 
not to sing standards, but rather to 
set her own standards that easily 
cross musical borders. She shuns the 
jazz singer’s traditional accompa- 
niment of piano and horns, choos- 
ing to complement her deep, husky 
voice with a soundscape dominated 
by guitars and percussion. 

On her latest recording, 
“Glamoured” (Blue Note) Wilson 
again infuses her jazz feeling into 
a variety of genres: country (a 


yearning version of Willie Nelson’s 
“Crazy”); rock (Sting’s “Fragile,” fil- 
tered through a Brazilian prism); 
soul (the ballad “If Loving You Is 
Wrong”); folk-rock (Bob Dylan’s 
“Lay, Lady, Lay,” laid atop a loping 
bass and percussive groove); and 
blues (a funky, rollicking romp 
through Muddy Waters’s “Honey 
Bee”). 

Half of the 12 tracks are Wilson 
originals — four of them co-written 
by the CD’s producer, Italian gui-

tarist Fabrizio Sotti. “I Want More” 
has allusions to rap as Wilson navi- 
gates the rapid-fire lyrics by slip- 
ping from singing into speaking, 
while “Heaven Knows” is a smooth 
bossa nova. The bluesy “On This 
Train” evokes a rail journey with a 
chugging percussive groove and a 
wailing guitar. 

The CD closes with a touching 
duet with bassist Reginald Veal on 
“Throw It Away,” a song by Abbey 
Lincoln, one of Wilson’s main men- 
tors, with whom she shares an affini- 
ty for improvisatory imagination and 
knowing how to put a story 
across.

F I L M I The trouble with “Intolerable 
Cruelty” isn’t with George Clooney 
or Catherine Zeta-Jones, whose 
chemistry is so scorching you leave 
the theater with singed eyebrows. 

The trouble is that the Coen 
brothers — writer Joel and direc- 
tor Ethan — wear out their run- 
ning gags two -thirds of the way 
through the film. 

It’s too bad, because the script 
(which they wrote with Robert 
Ramsey and Matthew Stone) 
has the kind of witty banter that 
recalls the romantic comedies of the 
1940s, and Clooney’s matinee-idol 
looks make him a natural for Miles 
Massey, the most successful divorce 
lawyer in Los Angeles. 

Zeta-Jones, as his scheming cli- 
ent, Marylin Rexroth, is glamorous 
beyond all physical possibility. 

Marylin’s ex-husband, the real- 
estate developer Rex Rexroth 
(Edward Herrmann), initially 
walked into Miles’s office after a 
private investigator catches him 
bouncing around a motel room 
with a lingerie- clad blonde. 



Miles wins the case for Rex, and 
Marylin ends up with nothing. To 
get revenge, Marylin marries gull- 
ible oil tycoon Howard Doyle (Billy 
Bob Thornton) and has Miles draw 
up a “Massey prenup.” 

This touches off a seemingly end- 
less cycle of marriage and manip- 
ulation that quickly wears out its 
welcome. Clooney mugs for the 


camera as the film lurches toward 
a slapstick conclusion. 

The fabulous Marylin, mean- 
while, is so thinly drawn, it’s hard 
to care about her; she’s a gold-dig- 
ger, she dresses beautifully, and 
that’s about it. 

Still, she and Clooney make the 
film tolerable, at least for a

Red Sox and Yankees 
write a new chapter 
in their storied rivalry 

PRO BASEBALL | The rivalry has been 
fueled by resentments as ancient as 
the sale of Babe Ruth and as recent 
as Roger Clemens’s 306th victory. 
For every excruciating loss by the 
Red Sox in direct competition with 
the Yankees, their fans have endured 
a dozen painful reminders that base- 
ball is an unbalanced equation. 

When Wade Boggs — a five- 
time batting champion in Boston 

— celebrated his lone World Series 
title, he was dressed in Yankee pin- 
stripes. History is replete with sto- 
ries of former Red Sox players who 
went on to earn championships with 
the Yankees. 

Among them is Roger Clemens 

— the ace of the 1986 Sox team 
that lost to the New York Mets in 
the World Series — who has won 
his only titles in New York. On 
Saturday, Clemens is scheduled to 
pitch against Pedro Martinez in 
what might turn out to be Clemens’s 
final appearance in Boston’s Fenway 
Park. He has said he will retire at 
the end of the season. 

Clemens pitched against the 
Red Sox in the playoffs in 1999, 
the first time the teams played 
against each other in the postsea- 
son. It was a one-sided series, with 
the Yankees winning in five games, 
four of which were tightly played, in 
the best-of-seven American League 
Championship Series. Boston derived 
satisfaction from a third-game rout 
of Clemens, who later gloried in the 
first of his two world championships 
with the Yankees. 

The teams have engaged in a 
handful of great races since Sox 
owner Harry Frazee sold Ruth to 
Jacob Ruppert’s Yankees in 1920. 
They have finished No. 1 and 2 in 
their league or division in 15 of the 
84 seasons since then. 

On only two of those occasions, 
in 1986 and 1995, was the order 
Boston 1, New York 2. Although 
they seemingly have been at each 
others’ throats for the better part of a 
century, only twice have they battled 
for top honors on the final day of the 


regular season — in 1949 and in the 
epic playoff encounter of 1978. 

But they have fought regard- 
less of whether or not a pennant 
was at stake. They fought on May 
30, 1938, before the largest offi- 
cial crowd in Yankee Stadium 
history (81,841). In the course of a 
Memorial Day doubleheader, Jake 
Powell became enraged at threat- 
ening pitches by Boston’s Archie

McKain and charged the mound. 
He was intercepted by Joe Cronin, 
the Red Sox shortstop and man- 
ager. The two slugged each other 
repeatedly, earning ejections from 
the game. Each was fined and sus- 
pended for 10 days. 

Fourteen years later, responding 
to Jimmy Piersall’s insults about the 
size of his nose, Billy Martin took 
on the Boston outfielder in a tun- 
nel at Fenway Park. 

In 1973, catchers Thurman 
Munson and Carlton Fisk rolled 
around in the dirt after a collision 
at home plate in Boston. That set 
the stage for a wild brawl in 1976 


precipitated by Lou Piniella’s hard 
slide into Fisk at Yankee Stadium. 
Both dugouts and bullpens emp- 
tied after the pair exchanged a 
few harsh words and shoves. In 
the aftermath, pitcher Bill Lee 
was pummeled by Mickey Rivers 
and then Graig Nettles. 

In the realm of past offenses, 
recall that the Yankees’ Roger 
Maris broke Ruth’s single-season 
home run record in 1961 with a 
drive against Boston. 

And there’s no question that 
Ted Williams suffered in compar- 
ison to Joe DiMaggio even aside 
from the championships (Williams 
never won a World Series ring, while 
DiMaggio won nine). In 1941, when 
Williams batted .406, the Yankee 
Clipper drew more attention by hit- 
ting in 56 consecutive games and 
was honored as the AL MVP. Six 
years later, Williams won the Triple 
Crown and still finished second to 
DiMaggio in MVP voting. 

Management has changed over 
the years, but the sentiment isn’t 
much different. In response to 
the recruiting battle over pitcher 
Jose Contreras last winter. Red 
Sox President Larry Lucchino 
referred to the Yankees as the “Evil 
Empire.” George Steinbrenner was 
not amused.

WAYNE PACELLE , senior vice president 
of the United States Humane Society, 
was online Wednesday and discussed 
the popularity of owning exotic pets 
and thedangers involved in doing so. 


What animals do you define as 
“exotic?” For instance, would a 
gecko or a ferret be considered 
exotic and therefore wrong to have? 

An “exotic,” for our purposes, is 
a wild animal not indigenous to the 
United States. A gecko is an exotic 
wild animal. A ferret is a domesti- 
cated strain or European polecat. 

How were Siegfried and Roy 
allowed to keep and breed those 
animals? Wasn’t that illegal? Also, 
if they cancel their show, what will 
happen to those cats? 

Siegfried and Roy have per- 
mits from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service to keep and exhibit 
these animals. Because Siegfried 
and Roy have considerable resourc- 
es, the animals will continue to live 
at their facility. 

Is there any kind of law that 
requires people who have exotic 
pets (especially ones that could be 
dangerous) to notify their immedi- 
ate neighbors? An out-of-control 
animal poses a potential threat not 
only to the owner, but, if it got out, 
to neighbors as well. 

The answer is no, but the point 
you make is a compelling argument 
for the adoption of local and state 
bans against keeping dangerous, 
exotic wild animals as pets. Some 
locales do require this kind of noti- 
fication, but it’s rare. The issue is, 
we should not look to “manage” the 
problem through regulation, but to 
support bans on keeping wild ani- 
mals as pets to prevent interac- 
tions between people and exotic 
wild pets.
